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REMARKS 

The claims have been amended to delete references to "polypeptides having at least 95% 
sequence identity to SEQ ID NO: 3" and to "polypeptides having at least 95% sequence identity 
to a chemokine-binding domain of SEQ ID NO: 3." No new matter is added by way of these 
amendments. 

Rejection of claims 15. 17-20, 22, 25, 26, 28, 92, 94, 96. 98-105. 107, 109. 110. 112. 113. 115, 
1 17 and 119-121 under 35 U.S.C. $ 112. first paragraph (written description^ 

The Examiner rejects claims 15, 17-20, 22, 25, 26, 28, 92, 94, 96, 98-105, 107, 109, 110, 
112, 113, 115, 117 and 119-121 under 35 U.S.C. § 112, first paragraph as allegedly not being 
supported by the specification. In particular, the Examiner asserts that recitation of "polypeptides 
having at least 95% sequence identity to SEQ ID NO: 3" and "polypeptides having at least 95% 
sequence identity to a chemokine-binding domain of SEQ ID NO: 3" in the above-rejected 
claims is not supported by the specification. 

Although Applicants do not agree with the Examiner's rejection for at least the reasons 
thoroughly discussed in their response of January 29, 2007, solely in order to permit the instant 
application to move to allowance. Applicants have now deleted the reference to "polypeptides 
having at least 95%) sequence identity to SEQ ID NO: 3" and "polypeptides having at least 95% 
sequence identity to a chemokine-binding domain of SEQ ID NO: 3" from the currently pending 
claims. 

In view of the foregoing claim amendments. Applicants request that the Examiner 
withdraw the rejection of claims 15, 17-20, 22, 26, 92, 94, 99-105, 107, 110, 113, 115, 117 and 
119-121 under 35 U.S.C. § 112, first paragraph. In view of their cancellation, the rejection of 
claims 25, 28, 96, 98, 109, 1 12, 1 17 and 1 19 is obviated. 

Rejection of claims 15. 17-20. 22. 25. 26. 28. 92. 94. 96. 98-105. 107. 109. 110. 112. 113. 115, 
1 17 and 1 19-121 under 35 U.S.C. $ 1 12. first paragraph (enablement) 

The Examiner rejects claims 15, 17-20, 22, 25, 26, 28, 92, 94, 96, 98-105, 107, 109, 1 10, 
112, 113, 115, 117 and 119-121 under 35 U.S.C. § 112, first paragraph as allegedly not being

enabled by the specification. In particular, the Examiner asserts that methods of inhibiting 
chemokine activity and methods of chemokine binding that utilize "polypeptides having at least 
95% sequence identity to SEQ ID NO: 3" and "polypeptides having at least 95% sequence 
identity to a chemokine-binding domain of SEQ ID NO: 3" are not enabled by the specification. 

Although Applicants do not agree with the Examiner's rejection for at least the reasons 
thoroughly discussed in their response of January 29, 2007, solely in order to permit the instant 
application to move to allowance. Applicants have now deleted the reference to "polypeptides 
having at least 95% sequence identity to SEQ ID NO: 3" and "polypeptides having at least 95% 
sequence identity to a chemokine-binding domain of SEQ ID NO: 3" from the currently pending 
claims. 

In view of the foregoing claim amendments. Applicants request that the Examiner

In view of their cancellation, the rejection of 
claims 25, 28, 96, 98, 109, 1 12, 1 17 and 1 19 is obviated.

Accordingly, reviewers of this or any parent, child or related prosecution history 
shall not reasonably infer that the Applicants have made any disclaimers or disavowals of any 
subject matter supported by the present application.
